PASADENA HERD AFFECTED 


After Epidemic is Thought Checked 


Taking another jump into e hitherto unaffected territory the 
foot-and-mouth disease was discovered yesterday in a herd of 28° 
of 700 have been secured to aid 
in the campaign. They have been 
assigned, under special orders, to 


cattle near Pasadena. 

This new outbreak, which is the 
fourth case reported thus far out- 
side of the original infected area 
in the Vernon district, came at @ 
time when Federal, State, and 
county officials fighting the disease 
here were hopeful that the disease 
had been checked. These hopes, 
according to the officials, were 
based on the absence of a reported 
case for a period of seventy-two 
hours and the fact that the strict- 
est quafantine rules had been put 
into effect Saturday and Sunday. 


MANY HEAD SLAUGHTERED 
The slaughter of ali animals pre- 
viously reported infected or exposed 
to the disease, was expected to have 
been completed last night, officials 
stated. It is estimated that ap- 
proximately 4300 head of cattle and 
1000 hoga have been sacrificed in 
the county up to the present time. 
What is believed to be the first 
insurance policy ona herd of 
cattle against loss by foot-and- 
mouth disease was reported to be 
issued yesterday to the Long Beach 
Creamery Company, the amount of 
the policy being fixed at $360,900 
and covering approximately 600 
head. 
The finance committee of the 
City Council has recommended that 
an appropriation of $1000 be made 
to be used by the health depart- 
ment in connection with the cam- 
paign to stamp out the foot-and- 
mouth disease here. This commit- 
tee also favored the appropriation 
of $4000 more to be turned into 
the fund of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other agencies fighting 
the disease, if it is found to be ad- 
visable. The $1000 appropriation 
will be used by the health depart- 


ment to provide placards, advertis- 
ing and other publicity warning the 


public of the disease and of the 


quarantine regulations.

Mr. Loew, at his offices in the 
Lowe State Theater Building, said 
he preferred to say nothing about 
the deal until it has been com- 
pleted.

The.combination will bring sev- 
eral hundred motion-pictitire thea- 
ters throughout the country under 
the Metro banner, the Capitol 
Theater here being included.

Brice F. Armetrong, 
prohibition agent, testified that 
eight breweries were allowed to 
run in Chicago “under protection” 
in the manufacture of “high power 
beer.” 

Armstrong, the continuation of 
whose story is promised tomorrow, 
said “local politicians’ held up the 
Federal government's moves to 
stop the brewing. Even in the 
face of repeated violations of the 
law by brewers, he deciared, Fed- 
eral injunction proceedings were 
not successful because of official 
influence and fn this connection he 
mentioned C. W. Middlekauff, as- 
sistant attorney in charge of pro- 
hibition enforcement legal work at 
Chicago, as one whose name had 
been reported to him as involved in 
“agreements.” 

Testifying as to “protection” 
money Armstrong said he had been 
offered $6 a barrel from the output 
of seven brewertes if he would just 
“stay away” while. they were. 
worked. He told of threats to “gét 
him” made by Terry Druggan, 
whom he named as a brewery ope- 
rator, and of inatructionse from 
John Glazer, whom he identified 
as an attache of the office of Atty- 
Gen. Brundage of Illinois, to him 
as a prohibition agent to leave 
liquor sellers alone. 


“SEED FOR SCANDAL” 

In connection with the govern- 
ment’s case against Miller Broth- 
ers of Oklahoma, prosecuted for 
| frauds against the Indians in ob- 
taining some 10,000 acres in the 
famous “101 Ranch,” Senator Har- 
reid, Republican, Oklahoma, made 
a Voluntary statement that he had 
seen “seed for scandal” in the 
fact that a Mr. Todd, former Jaw 
partner of Atty.-Gen. Daugherty, 
had been retained to defend Mil- 
ler Brothere and the proposed re- 
moval of.

Enraged Renters Rise in 
Chicago to Fight Boosts in 
Prices of Flats | 

(KXCLUSIvE DISPATCH) 
CHICAGO, April %-~Tenants 
lof flats, whose rent has been 
boosted from $5 to $25 a month, 
have risen in desperate revolt. 
They are supported to pay or get 
out by May 1, but more than 1000 
have banded together and refuse 
to move or to n a lease at the 
increased rate. These tenants will 
combine their resources to fight 
the landlords through the courts. 

Negro tenants are hit especially 
hard. Fiats they* occupy, for 
which they have been paying $45 
a month. furnishing. their own 
heat, cleaning and decorating and 
repairs, have been jumped to $60 
a month for no apparent cause.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—For- 
mer United States Senator Marcus 
Smith of Arizona died here today. 
He was 72 years of age. 

Death resulted from heart dis- 
ease, the former Senator being 
found dead in his hotel room late 
today. 

After serviig in Congress as 
Territorial Delegate from Arizona 
for eight terms, beginning in 1887, 
Mr. Smith was elected to the Sen- 
ate 'n 1912 after the admission of 
Arizona to Statehood and was re- 
elected to that body for the six- 
year term which ended in 192'. 
Since hia retirement from the Sen- 
ate he had held membership on 
the International Joint Commission 
and has resided here almost con- 
tinuously. 

Former Senator Smith was born 
near Cynthiania, Ky., and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in that State be- 
fore removing to Arizona in 1881.

During his long 
political career he was familiarly 
known as “Mark” Smith.

he was elected prosecuting A&ttor- | 


ney at Tucson, and in 1887 he was 
elected to Congress. He was a suc- 
cessful Congressiena) 
each recurring two years until) the 
Territory became a State 

His fieht for Arizona's State- 
hood wns long drawn out ‘and 
virorously prosecuted. In each ses- 
sion of Congress in which he served 
he introduced hia Statehood bill, 
and on several occasions gucceeded 
in having his measure passed by 
the House of Mepresentatives, only 
to have it rejected by the Senate.

RAIL HAUL RATE 


Supreme Court Hands Down 
Opinion on Cases 


Shippers Lose in Effort to 
Recover Payments 


Charge for Short Distance 
and Long Upheld 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRB) 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Ship- 
pers charged higher rates for 
short hauls than the published 
rates for longer hauls onthe same 
railroad and in the safe direc- 
tion can recover only such actual 

as they can prove, the 
Supreme Court held today. 

In an opinion by Justice Me- 
Reynolds it detlared the fact that 
the rate for the longer haul was 
lower than the rate for the short- 
er haul would not of itself estab- 
lish which of the two was the un- 
reasonable rate. 

The question reached the court 
in four cases. Three came from 
the Pacific Coast, being brought 
against the Portland Seed Com- 
pany and A. J. Parrington, who 
won in the lower courts. The 
fourth cas® came from Minnesota 

In all the cages the evidence 
showed that the railroads had in 
effect, without the permission of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, rates which were higher fo: 
a short than for a long haul. The 
shippers’ essential charge was 
“that the carrier demanded = and 
received greater compensation for 
transporting freight for a shorter 
distance than its published rate 
for transporting like property for 
a longer distance over the same 
route and in the same direction.” 


RECOVERY, SOUGHT 

The shippers contended that un- 
der the long and short haul clause 
the lower published rate became 
the maximum which the carrier 
higher published rate and that 
could charge, notwithstanding the 
any amount collected above the 
rate for the long haul amounted 
to ah illegal exaction, reeoverable 
without other’ proof of actual 
damage and without regard to the 
intrinsic reasonableness of. either 
rates. 

Pointing out that the shtpfers 
had not asked an i injunction 
againse illegal rates, the court 
said that it 
cure something itself (themseives) | 
without proof of pecuniary loss 
consequent upon the 
act.” 

Congress has not given any in- 
dication, the court said, of an in- 
tent “that persons not ingured 
nevertheless recover what 
| would really be a penalty, in addi- 


|tion to the genalty payable to the} 


overnment.” 


RECORDS CITED 


The records in the cases showed, 
‘the court declared, that the car- 
|rier wiolated the statute @by pub- 
| lishing the lower rate for the 
longer haul without permission, 
jand, prima facie, at least, incurred 
penalties of Section 10. Also

““But in exercising authority 
conferred upon it in this proviso, 
the commission shall not permit 
the establishment of any charge to 
or from the more distant point 
that is not reasonably, compensa- 
tory for the serviceg performed.” 

“The rule adopted by the com- 
mission,”’ the court continued, “fol- 
lows the logic of the provision re- 
lied upon and can readily be ap- 
plied . if a lower rate pub- 
‘lished without authority becomes 
the maximum which may be 
charged from any intermediate 
point, mistakes in schedules (and 
trey are inevitabie) may become 
disastrous. 

It would be going too far to 
hold, as the shippers had insisted, 
Justice McReynolds deciared, that 
the unauthorized publication estab- 
lished the lower rate as the maxi- 
'mum permissible charge from the 
intermediate point—the only rate 
therefrom which could be de- 
manded.

CO-OPERATION 


Market Movement Interests 
Bankers’ Association 


‘Agreed That It May Prevent 
Untimely Offerings 


Difficulties Pointed 
Out by Financier

“The co-operative marketing 
idea has taken strong hold on the 
public mind and there is a wide- 
spread feeling that appreciable 
| Donests will accrue to both pro- 
ducer and consumer from  co- 
operative marketing properly ap- 
plied,” the booklet says. “It would 
be unfortunate if the farmer be- 
| came imbued with the idea that co- 
operative marketing in itself is a 
panacea for all 
Whatever the merita of co-opera- 
tive marketing, it has limitations. 
Co-operative marketing cannot 
prevent other countries with 
cheaper land and labor (from 
selling at a price unattractive to 
us. It cannot successfully over- 
ride the law of supply and de- 
mand, or maintain, for any length 
of time, an artificially high price 
by withholding from market a 
product for which there ts demand. 
By fiat or tron-clad rule it cannot 
unduly limit production. 


HAS MANY ADVANTAGES 

“A well-organized, wisely man- 
aged co-operative association can 
accomplish much; it may prevent 
untimely dumping of products; it 
may secure better credit facilities; 
it may extend existing markets; it 
may even create new marketa. 
But, obviously, its operations will 
be is amenable to good manage- 
ment an’ economic law asa are 
those of other business enterprises. 


Sane, orderly marketing must be 
accompanied by sane, orderly 
thinking.” 


A message by President Coolidge 
is quoted in the pamphiet, in which 
he declares that the farmer “must 
have organization. His customer, 
with whom he exchanges products 
of the farm for those of industty. 
is organized, and there is no way 
for agriculture to meet this unless 
it, too, is organized. The acreage 
of wheat is too large. Unless we 
can meet the world market at a 
profit, we must stop raising for 
export.

SOME DIFFICULTIES

The California Railroad Commis- 
Sion will now be called upon to 
approve or disapprove of two or- 
Ginancés adopted by the City 
Counci) yesterday granting to the 
Southern Pacifie and Union Pacific 
raliroad companies revocable per- 
mits to make track Changes 80 as 
to move the Southern Pacific's 
freight traffic from part of Alame- 
da street to the Union Pacific's 
tracks on the east bank of the Los 
Angeles River. The railroads as- 

sert that this will do much to re- 
Neve traffic congestion on Alame- 
da street. 

The removai of the Southern Pa- 
cific’s freight trains from.part of 
Alameda street is part of an ar- 
rangement between the two rail- 
roads which includes the removal 
of the passenger business of the 
Union Pacific (Salt Lake) Railroad 
from its East First-street station 
to the Arcade station. 


CAN BE CANCHILED 

City Attorney Stephens told the 
Council yesterday that the 
roads could jointly use the Ar- 
cade station without obtaining any 
kind of permit or authority from 
the City Council, and he added 
that the transfer Of the freight 
trains from Alameda street was 
temporary experiment which could 
be canceled at any time by the 
city, as the ordinances contain 
stipulations that the city can at 
any time revoke the permi 
granted yesterday. These stipula- 
tions also include a clause which 
requires that the ordinances and 

rmite shall be approved by the 

liroad Commission befove the 
permits are of any effect. 

Councilman Sanborn said that 
he would vote for the ordinances 
only because he had become con- 
vineéd that the granting of them 
would in no way endanger the 
city's battle for a union passenger 
station at the Plaza. 


VOTE EIGHT TO ONE 


This view of the situation was 
disputed by ag A A. Alder- 
non and Attorney W. W. Clary of 
the Business Men's Co- -operative 
Association and Central] Develop- 
ment Association and Engineer 
Harry Hawgood, all of whom have 
long battled for the Plaza Union 
Station. They will now carry their 
opposition to the Railroad Com- 
mission, which must next pass up- 
on the permite.

Clark Hotel here last night to be 
present at the telephone rate hear- 
ing today. 
“Very naturally we are hopeful

HISTORY OF CASE 

Back in 1916 a movement was 
begun for a union terminal. The 
State Railroad Commission jointly 
with the city heid hearings here. 
and finally the commission ordered 
the three carriers to file plans for 
the proposed joint station and for 
the grade<crossing eliminations de- 
cided on which numbered about a 
hundred. The railroads, however. 
without filing any plans, appealed 
to the State Supreme Court, chal- 
lenging the right of the State Rail- 
road Commission to make such an 
order. In that and in subsequent 
litigation the reasonableness of the 
me was not brought into ques- 

on. 

The State Supreme Court held 
that the Transportation Act of 
1920 took away whatever rignts in 
this regard a State might have had 
previously, and that full power 
was invested in the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The decision 
handed down yesterday by Chief 
Justice Taft and his colleagues is 
precisely the same.

This the California and Los 
Angeles attorneys denied, assert- 
ing that the railroads could en- 
ter the terminal on their own 
tracks except the approaches of 
the proposed station, which could 
not be designated as “extensions” 
and “abandonments.” 

Los Angeles also contended that 
jurisdiction over terminals con- 
ferred on the Interstate Commis- 
sion by the Act of 1920 was in- 
tended only to deal with the use 
by one railroad of the existing 
terminal facilities of another, and 
that it did not apply to the ac- 
quisition of new property or con- 
struction: iof a new station on 
new site. The railroads, however, 
held that. the 1920 act clearly de- 
prived the States of such rights; 
that the whole scheme of the Fed-

decision upholding the jurisdiction 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission over the proposed Los An- 
geles union passenger station at 
the Plaga, the Supreme Court to- 
day discussed many sections of the 
Transportation Act of 1920, all of 
which, it declared, required that 
the national body must pass on 
the quéstions involved in the es- 
tablishment of the terminal. At 
the same time the. court indicated 
that the State Railroad Commis- 
sion had plenty of power to com- 
pel the abolition of grade cross- 
ings in the interest of public safety. 

After reciting the history of the 
case and the present and proposed 
location of stations and tracks in 
Los Angeles, the court quoted from 
its own recent decision in another 
case as follows: 

“The new act seeks affirmative- 
ly to build up a system of rail-

The opinion points out that Part 
3, Section’ 1, Section 402 gives tho 
commission power “to require such 
joint or common use of terminals 
including main tracks or tracks for 
a reasonable distance outside of 
such terminals as in the opinion 
of the commission will meet ‘ 
the public interest,” that in Sec- 
tion 405 the act “prescribes in 
its third paragraph that all car- 
riers shal) afford all reasonable 
facilities for the interchange of 
traffic between thelr respective 
lines and for forwarding and de- 
livering passengers” and that the 
fourth paragraph provides that the 
commission may require the use 
of a carrier's terminal facilities 
by another carrier. 


INTENT. OBVIOUS 

“It ig obvious from the forego- 
ing,” continyes the opinion... “that 
Congress intended to place under 
the superintending and Tfdstering 
direction of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission all increased fa- 
cilities in the matter of distribu- 
tion of cars and equipment and ir 
joint terminals, in the exchange of 
interstate traMec and passengers 
between railways so as to make 
it prompt and continuous. 

This is a drastic limitation of * 
carrier's control and use of its own 
property in order to secure con- 
venience and dispatch. It 
gives to the Inte te Commerce 
Commission poWer and duty 
where the public interest requires 
to make out of what is the pas- 
senger or freight station of one 
interstate carrier union sta- 
tion. . 
To say that this power Is lim- 
ited to existing stations, holds the 
court, would permit the com- 
mission to establish a “smal! and 
contracted union station” and 
would leave “the larger and more 
important union stations of inter- | 
state carriers to the control of 
State commissions.” 

urther authority for the jur- 
isdiction of the Interstate Commis- 
sion is found tn “amended para- 
graphs 18 to 21 of Section 40.” 

“They provide.” says the opin- 
ion, “that no interstate carrier 
shall undertake the extension of It« 
line of railroad or the construction 
of a new line . . or shall en- 
gage in transportation over such 
additional or extended line unless 
and the commission «dial! 
certify: that puDlle convenience 
present or future requires it. . 
Such a certificate is, we think, nec- 
essary for the construction of a 
new interstate union station.” 

ACT NOT LIMITED 

The language of these para- 
graphs, the court says, cannot be 
limited to extension to new terri- 
tory. They apply also to rearrange- 
ment of tracks and terminals. The 
Court also held that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission must also 
find that the expense involved in 
rearrangement of new terminals 
“will not impair the ability of the 
carriers concerned to perform their 
duty to the public.” 

In this connection the Court 
refers to Section 20-A of Section 
439 of the Traneportation Act, 
which subjects stock and bond 
issues to the scrutiny of the. com- 
mission, and says:

“To secure its right of way some 
miles from competing lines affords 
a new industrial area where val- 
ues are more reasonable, where is 
a much greater variety of selec- 
tion and where the population ac- 
companying industria] development 
is spread out instead of congesting 
the comfortable industrial popula- 
tion already established along the 
older reilway lines. 

“Thies Los Angeles situation ap- 
plies in different degrees to other 
important cities of our land. That 
seaport which enjoys the facilities 
of a complete terminal system, op- 
erated efficiently, with equality of 
service, with the necessary ap- 
proaches, both rall and highway, 
has good reason to rejoice.” 


CITY PLANNING 


Cities,” as told in the replies of 
some 300 cities and towns, known 
for their planning activity, to a 
questionnaire sent out by the Na- 
tional Conference, was received by 
George Bb. Ford, its president, at 
the night session. His findings, | 
summarized, follow: 

More new towns have built ac- 
cording to plan within the last ten 
to fifteen years than during the 
whole previous history of the 
country. 

Almost every planning commis- 
sion that is doing anything is at 
least passing upon each subdivision 
Plat as filed. Los Angeles added 
to its subdivision area last year 
more than nearly all the cities of 
the Atlantic Seaboard combined. 

In the five or six States where it 
fs authorized by law. the cities are 
controlling platting for three miles 
outside city limits, except in Vir- 
ginia. This control alone is a huge 
accomplishment @irectly due to city 
planning, tor most of the growth 
of cities is obviously by private 
subdivisions. 

At. least forty cities in their re- 
plies cited cases of street widen- 
ing or extension executed or adopt- 
ed during the last year or two, 
largely because they were a part 
of the city plan. Thoroughfares 
through outlying territory — Los 
Angeles delegates thought of Wil- 
shire Boulevard—are usually the 
spat to be constructed, deapite the 
act that the growing traffic of the 

elty cannot be properly provided 
for until ther are built. 
. As a first cheap step toward re- 
Ileving traffic congestion, various 
cities have undertaken a program 
of roadway widening. according to 
the city plan program. 

Various railroad stations are be- 
ing located where the city plan 
showed that they would best serve 
the public. 

Waterway and port development 
has usually preceded city plan- 
ning, but in Newark, Perth Am- 
boy, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Se, 
attle, Toledo, Los Angeles, Rich- 
mond, San Diego and Chicago, it 
is definitely a part of the city plan. 

At least 100 cities have acquired 
public parks, reservations or play- 
grounds, thanks to city plans. 

Two hundred and fifty cities are 
now protecting -property by zon- 
ing. Not one community that has 
passed a zoning [ordinance has re- 
voked it.

according to Deputy Sheriff Well. 
McAleer, following his arrest in 
Missouri, escaped jail and the 
woman was released liater. 

In 1922, L. O. McAleer was ar- 
rested in Ratoon, N. M.. aa the 
man who robbed the Smithson 
Bank and later escaped. The 
woman with the blonde wig was 
arrested with him and both were 
returned to Sedalia, Mo. The dis- 
position of this case has not been 
learned by local alithorities.

WILSHIRE PLAN 
IS DEALT BLOW 


Track Depression Termed 
“Out of Question” 


Commissioner Holds Cost to 
be Excessive 


Says Viaduct Over Street is 
More Logical 


Plans of the City Council to bring 
about the depression of the Pacific 
Electric tracks under Wilshire 
Boulevard near Carthay Center at 
some future time were declared 


to be “out of the question” by 
State Railroad Commissioner Whit- 
tlesey yesterday. 

The statement was made at a 
hearing before the Commissioner 
on the application of the city for 
an order requiring the Pacific Elec- 
tric temporarily to lower its tracks 
to the level of the boulevard and at 
which future plans for the crossing 
were discussed. 

It was said at the hearing that 
the City Council is seeking the 
temporary order as a safety 
measure until a plan can be com- 
pleted whereby the Pacific Elec- 
tric willl be required to depress its 
raila under the street. 

In connection with what future 
action may be taken Commissioner 
Whittlesey declared that the ex- 
cessive cost of lowering the tracks 
helow the surface of the street was 
g actically prohibitive of the move. 
it would be a more logical sugges- 
tion, he said, either to carry the 
rails over the boulevard by jneans 
of an artistic viaduct or depress 
the street under the existing 
tracks. 

D. W. Pontius, vice-president of 
the eific Electric, explained 
that the estimated cust of raising 
the tracks on a viaduct are set at 
from $225,000 to $300,000, while 
an open cut under the highway 
would call for an expenditure ap- 
proximating $1,047,000. The cost 
of lowering the tracks to street 
level as asked in the application 
would amount to $15,000, he said. 

It was the advice of Mr. Pontius 
that his company should be 
ordered to lower the rails to grade 
if the final action of bridging or 
submerging the trarks wus ex- 
pected to be deferred for a num- 
ber of years. If action ig ex- 
pected within a reasonable time 
he declared that the work should 
not be done as the expense of 
leveling the tracks would be en- 
tirely wasted. 

Incorporated in the city’s peti- 
tion is an application asking that 
the Pacific’ Electric tracks be 
lowered to grade in Carthay Cen- 
ter and that at least one grade- 
crossing be established within that 
area. it was said at the hearing 
that the J. Harvey McCarthay 
Company would bear the expense 
of this work.
